PLANTING TEETH, 


A Peculiar Operation Performed by a San 
Francisco Dentist. 


Dr. J. W. Younger of San Francisco im- 
planted a tooth for the entertainment and in- 
struction of the students at the Missouri Den- 
tal College, Seventh and Clark avenue, this 
afternoon. He was here during the conclave 
and like many otbers of the California 
knights, finding himself so far East— 
for St. Louis is nearly the Orient 


to the San Franciscan—concluded to go to New 
York and thereabouts. He showed the Eastern 
dentists bow to implant teeth, and is now on 


his way homeward, giving clinics to show 
the operation. He is charged with 
being the first dentist to successfully 


implant teeth, after the original tooth has 
been extracted for several years. He has a 
record of some sixty cases, all but one or two 
being successful. He has under way 
the filling of an entirely vacant jaw 
with implanted teeth. Dentists generally do 
not see any obstacle to the successful com ple- 
tion of the enterprise. The operation differs 
radicaily from a much older operation of re- 


planting teeth, which has been suc 
cessfully done so long as it is no 
longer a unique feat. After the cavity in the 


jaw-bone has been ulled up, as in the course 


of nature it will in à year or 80 
after the extaction of the tooth the 
operation of im plantation becomes 


somewhat delicate. This afternoon in the 
presence of sometwenty students and ali the 
rominent dentists in the city, Dr. Younger 
mplanted a tooth in place of one that was ex. 
tracted nine years ago,and the tooth implanted 
had been extracted nearly as long. The victim 
was a lady assistant in Dr. Harper's office. 
She was placed in an ope ehair, two 
incisions were made in me gees crossing each 
other at right angles. e flaps were then 
forced back and a socket was bored in 
the bone to receive the tooth. he cutting 
was painful, but the bori was only uncom.- 
fortabie. Finally the et was completed 
and the tooth implanted so firmly that nothing 
was needed to bind it in. ben the _ 
heals the tooth will be firmly held in the jaw, 
if the operation is successful.

WASHINGTON. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Trial of Lieut. Arnold — Congressmen 
Breathe Easter — Surgeon Moore’s Ap- 
pointment—The Duel Between Congress- 
man Wise and Ex-Mayor Lamb Declared 
Oft. 


By Telegraph to the Posr- DisPaTcH. 
WasHINGTon, D. C., November 15.—The 
scandal which has led to the indictment and 
trial of Police-Lieutenant Arnold, has more at 
the bottom of it than has yet come to the sur- 
face. Lieut. Kelly has sworn that Maj. 
Walker, the Chief of Police, did suggest to 
all the Heutenants to note the habits of 
all Congressmen found in compromising asso- 
ciations or in places of disrepute and to re- 
port to him. This was in order that the in- 
formation so collected might be used to in- 
fluence legislation and obtain liberal appro- 
praitions from Congress. Arnold's coun- 
sel are not confident thet they can 
prove the truth of Kelly’s story, but 


while they are confident of producing evi- 
dence which should acquit Arnold and convict 
the Chief of Police, they fear they will havea 


prejudiced court to deal with, 4 
court interested in clearing Maj. 
Walker by making a neccessary 
scapegoat of the District Commis- 
sioners. The impression here is that the 


Commissioners themselves are involved in the 
scandal. It is said that if Maj. Walker is not 
cleared they will find it necessary to defend 
themseves, for it is not doubted that the Chief 


of Police made the proposition to 
the lieutenants, and there is a 
strong suspicion that the original 


suggestion came from the District Commis- 
sioners. Circumstances give strength to the 
suspicion. The District Commissioners have 
always required to bring to bear on Congress 
ali the influence they could command, in order 


to get appropriations adequate 
to their wants. uring the coming session 
they will have more need than ever 


of influence with members of Congress, forthe 
bulk oftheir estimates will go to Congress 
without the approval of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which hereto they have generally 
had. The Commissioners are log- 

erheads with the Treasurer. 
‘jomptroller compiained that the district es- 
timates as submitted by the Commissioners 
were not sufficiently detailed, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury demanded more informa- 
tion in regard to several very large sume of 
money asked for. The Commissioners replied 
that they had given ali the details that the 
statutes demanded and declined to give any 
more. There is every reason for believing that 
the matter will find its way into a Con- 
gressional investigation, which may result in 
an entire change of the police system of the 
district, and also the decapitation of Chief 
Walker. The impression quite generally pre- 
vails that there is absolute truth in thé 
charges made by Lieut. Arnold and that 
the District Commissioners, as well as the 
Chief of Police, had talked the matter over. 
It is safetosay now that Congressmen will 
have the usual freedom of the city without 
being under police espionage.

Nation against the United States Govern- 


ment. This court, in a long an 
carefully prepared opinion by Justice 
Matthews, holds that the Choctaw Nation is 


entitled to a judgment against the United 
States for the following sums: First, $2,981,247, 
subject to the deduction of $250,000 paid under 


the act of 1861; second gfor un- 
paid annuities, $59,448; third, for 
iands taken in fixing the boundary 


between the State of Arkansas and the Choctaw 
Nation, $68,102,gThe judgment of the Court of 
Claims is therefore reversed and the case is 
remanded to that court, with instructions to 
enter a judgment in conformity with the 
opinion.

A moment latar Haines 
feinted with hie richt, and taking advantage 
of the open espace left by hie guard, hit 
Sweeney @ staggering blow in the forehead, 
This closed the first round and the men 
retired to their corners to be curried down by 
their seconds.

»~ this round Sweeney fought more warily 
and allowed Haines to wind himself as much 
as possible. The slugging was hot but at long 
rangeand with no clinches. Haines led for 
the face but was stopped and countered in 
elegant fashion by his antagonist. A flush 
blow drew a small, tricklingistream of the rosy 
from Sweeney's mouth. First blood was 
claimed and allowed for Fred and he began to 
gain confidence. Sweeney was cool headed 
and seemed to count on wining by at- 
tacking his opponent’s stomach ut the 
latter was guarded so weil that the longed -for 
opening was a long time coming. Paul 
* watched his antagonist's breast like a cat. At 
last his chance came. For a second Haines 
lifted his guard, and at the same moment 
Sweeney's right hand came with terrific force 
Into his opponent’s stomach, and Haines fell 
like a log, pale and senseless. The knockout 
was complete and final. The hand on 
the time-keeper’s watch moved around to the 
allotted ten seconds, and when the word 
imme was called no response came from 
Haines, who, to all appearances, was dead 
and buriec., Sweeney’s friends shook hands 
with bim and congratulated him upon the 
result, and the referee, a pugilist himeelf, 
pronounced the battle as clean and as quick 
an affair as he ever saw.

THE FIRST THING 

to be done isto simplify the duties and re- 

sponsibilities of the umpires and changes 

should be made with this pointin view. This 

may be accomplished to a great extent by 

narrowing the scope of the umpires’ discre- 

tion. Last seuson the umpires were the re- 


cipients of much abuse for calling games be- 
fore the nine innings had been played on 
accountof darkness or rain. The responsi- 
bility of this decision should be taken off his 
shoulders and placed onthe captain of the 
home team. Thenthe ame should begin two 
hours before sunset and if a club is forced to 
catch an wea | train the game should com- 
mence three hours before the time forthe 
train to start. This would enable the men to 
play afuligameand any extra innings that 
may be required. Another rule that lam going 
to put forward is one to prohibit coaching. 
The work of some ofthe 1 in this respect 
issimply disgraceful. They stand before a 
respectable assemblage and yell as loudly as 
their lungs will permit.

Ifa man is not able to run 
bases without being coached he cannot run at 
all, and this work of yelling yourself blue in 
the face is useless. Of course I have done the 
same thing, and night after nicht 1 have gone 
home as hoarse as a fog horn after yelling for 
two hours. To make as much noise as possible 
seoms to be the motive of the members of 
several clubs, notably St. Louis, in the Ameri- 
ban Association and Chicago in the League.

‘-Allthe players with the exception of the 
man who is at the bat ought to be compelled 
to sit onthe players bench.

Our 
plan is to make a pitcher stand facing the 
batter, the left foot in advance of the right 
and to the left of an imaginary line from the 
right foot tothe center of the home plate. 
The right foot is not to be raised before deliy- 
ering the bali. The provision requiring the 
left foot to be forward and to the left of the 
right will prevent the pitcher from 

TURNING HIS BACK 
and it will do away wi'h the balk practiced by 
many of the twirlers last season, while the re- 
quirement that the right foot shall not be 
raised until the bal! has been delivered will 
keep him from moving out of the box. These 
changes would bring back the old style of de- 
livery, increase the batting and buase- running. 
and, in a word, increase the popularity of the

Notwithstanding the de- 
pression here among the farmers and manu- 
facturers, there is almost unlimited amount ef 
capital waiting for investment. In fact, there 
probably never was before atime when there 
was so much money valable in London as 
thereisat this moment, but the Americans 
who come here with crack-brain and wildcat 
schemes expecting to gal investors may us 
well stay at home. It would have heen a 
great deal better for some that are here if 
they had stayed at home, for there is now in 
London a whole — of them—the most 
poverty-stricken wretches imaginable. An 
American enterprise of real solid merit, one 
| that will bear the closest investigation, can 
command all the money it needs in London. 
No other kind need apply. 

THE PRINCE OF MINGRELIA. 

The Prince of Mingrelia, who is now uni- 
versally mentioned as a candidate for the Bul- 

arian throne, is but little Enown in Western 

urope. In fact, he is scarcély known at all 
outside of Russia. He is being strongly urged 
for the position by certain social influence at 
St. Petersburg, but there has been no author- 
itative announcement that he ie the candidate 
ofthe Ozgar. Mingreliais a Russian province 
of the Caucasus and the Prince is a pauper. 
Heisa prince witbout a principality, being 
the descendart of a family which was dispus- 
sessed of its sovereignty by the Russians, 
long ago. He is 36 years old and described as 
a careless, good-natured man of the world. 
He married the dauxhter of Count Adlerberg 
in 1875, but she was much older than he and 
they soon separated. He holds the rank of 
captain in the Russianarmy. It is not at all

A MARINE MYSTERY. 


The Crew of the Schooner Ishpeming Desert 
Their Vessel. 


CHIcaGo, November 15.—A marine mystery 
seldom heard of is reported from Hscanaba 
Saturday morning. Capt. Coleman of the 
schooner Moonlight reached that port and re- 
ported sighting alarge vessel on Whale's-back 
Reef flying a signal of distress.
